At the appointed time the several 
registrars were at their place of duty 
ready to compile the reports when 
they came in. There was a big rush 
in Grayling and for several hours it 
kept six registrars busy. There was 
a similar condition in the other town- 
ships except that the men did not 
come in such big bunches, ater 
ing the work easier for the regis- 
trars.

The registration places kept open 
until nine o’clock p. m. thus making it 
convenient for all to register. 

One of the big fentures of registra- 
tion day in Grayling was the big 
street parade that had been planned 
for the occasion. The procession was 
in charge of Charles Amidon and 
formed near the school yard, First 
eame the Grayling band. Next were 


members of the band, they indicate 
that they feel it their duty to offer 
their services since the government is 
so greatly in need of musical organi- 
zations.

a large flag. The firat in the parade 
was made up moatly of 18 and 19ers, 
who seemed anxious to “get at ’em,” 
and were in a hurry to get there first. 
Mayor Hanson arrived on an after- 
noon train just in time to get into the 
procession and marched in the last 
squad, declining several offers to ride. 

All the registered -men were not 
able to march as duties called them 
‘elaawhere. ~ There weré 122 men in 
line. This body was followed by near- 


ly a hundred school children carrying 

flags, and 39 autos carrying school 

children. It made a pretty and inspir- 

ing procession, and was a proud oc- 

casion for those taking part in it. 
Patriotic Speeches. 

The procession marched from the 
school house down Ottawa street to 
Peninsular avenue, then marched to 
Michigan avenue; they turned north 
on Cedar street and circled the Russell 
hotel block, coming back into Michi- 
gan avenue at Shoppenagon’s Inn. 
They broke ranks at the band stand 
in the Court yard. The crowd at this 
place was enormous. The band play- 
ed, after which Mayor T. Hanson 
greeted the audience and introduced 
Prof. Otterbein as one of the speak- 
ers of the occasion. 

Mr. Otterbein’s talk was historical 
and also of the present in relation of 
that ever interesting subject—the war 
with Germany. 

Lieutenant Collins of the Canadian 
army was here to represent the na- 
tional war board and gave an address 
that also was good to listen to. To 
get the crowd in the right humor to 
enjoy his talk he first asked for a 
grand chorus of America. The crowd 
sung willingly and lustily and when 
finished all felt much inspired. Lieut. 
Collins said he was a member of the 
Australian army and told of their ear- 
ly days, in 1914, in the war. He had 
a lot of stories about the boys at the 
front that were funny. He made a 
hit in Grayling, same as he did upon 
a former occasion when he visited 
here. : 
Mayor Hanson closed the program 
by telling of he Fourth Liberty Loan 
drive that is to begin Saturday, Sep- 
tember 28. He said that it should be 
unnecessary to have to appeal to the 
people to buy Liberty bonds, and that 
all should be voluntary buyers and go 
to the selling booth on that opening 
day and order their bonds. Special 
V shape tags will be given to those, 
who buy their bonds on the first day 
of the campaign, indicating that the 
wearers voluntarily purchased their 
bonds on the first day without having 
to be solicited. Mr. Hanson also told 
of the Jackie Band that would visit 
Grayling again on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 25th, arriving at 7:00 p. m., 
and will give one ‘of their” concerts 
that evening.

LETTER FROM TONY NELSON. 
Camp Dix, New Jersey. 

Sept. 15, 1918. 
Mr. O. P. Schumann, 

Grayling, Mich. ¢ 
Dear sir: 

I am today writing you a line to let 
you know my whereabouts—where I 
came from and where I am going. I 
left Camp. Cody, New Mexico, August 
26, and got to Camp Dix, New Jersey, 
Sept. 1, passing thru twelve states 
and travelling about 3,000 miles, 

We have been here two weeks and 
have, been issued all our overseas 
clothes, and so we will be leaving for 
France soon. Well I am glad to get 
over there now, as I have travelled to 
much in the States in the last month. 
Since I-last wrote you, I have been 
transferred to the Auto Mechanics of 
the Engineers. There were four put 
into each company of the 109th En- 
gineers, so there are six companies 
and there will be 24 men from Michi- 
‘gan, who will go overseas with their 
companies as auto meehanics. 

This is a very fine branch of the 
service to my notion, and I certainly 
consider myself lucky to be able to 
Jand this ‘job. 

I was over to Philadelphia Friday, 
and looked the town over; it is quite a 
place, but I think it a dirty town for 
its size. After that I crossed the 
Deleware river and looked over Cam- 
den, New Jersey, which is also quite 
a town. I sure like it in the East, as 
the big towns are not so far apart, 
and there is always something doing. 

Well; there is really no news here. 
We are ali packed up and ready to 


move, and will no doubt leave Mon-" 


day or Tuesday, so the next time you 
hear from me it will no doubt be 
Somewhere in France. .

COTTAGE CHEESE DISHES. 


: Cottage Cheese, while it has long 


been known, ,has been -Hittle appreci-|' 


ated. Easy to make, it has often been 
poorly made and unattractively served. 
In food value cottage cheese is in the 


class with lean meat and eggs, being! 


more valuable than either in material 
that goes to build muscle, blood, and 
bone. 

Cottage Cheese in fact is a food that 
may form an important part of the 
diet, served either alone or in combi: 
nation. In soup, saude, meat-Hke 
‘dish, salad, or dessert, cottage cheese 
may be well used. As a basis for the 
main dish of the meal ft will materially 
reduce expenses, appeal to the appe 
tite, and save meat. 

Being made from skim milk, which 
now is either fed to live stock or 
wasted, cottage cheese makes avail. 
able directly tor human food a valu- 
able but little appreciated dairy by: 
product. 


UNCOOKED CHEESE DISHES. 
Plain Cottage Cheese: . 

Cottage cheese may be served plain, 
as the main dish of a luncheon ur supper 
in place of cold neat.

Mix broken nut meats, choppea pime- 
entos, finely cut green peppers, diced 
cucumbers, or other crisp vegetables witt 
the cheese. Horse radish, onion juice, 
ami parsley make a good combination.

Provost Marshal General Crowder 
was requested by the British embassy 
to zive notice to the fact that British 
subjects, including declarants, who had 
registered before July 30, 1918, may 
enlist voluntarily tn the British or Ca- 
nadian army up to and including Sep- 
tember 28, 1918.

Sure had a nice trip on the 
ocean; did not have no rough weather 
at all. 


We are near City St. Nazaire it is} 


quite a large place, about 60,000 or 
more was over to it last Sunday. 
Every other place is a cafe the peo- 
ple here do not drink much water as 
it is not good they put some medi- 
cine in it before they give it to us. 

Things that you buy here sure 
costs. Americans have to pay about 
twice what the French get it for. 

We have a nice Y. M. C. A. here 
now there was a concert Co. here 
last night and it sounds good to hear 
a woman talk English. 

We have Base Ball teams here so 
we are getting along very good; 
have not heard from home yet but 
will most any day now. I would 
like to meet some of the boys fro:a 
home over here but they are all in a 
different kind of rig. 

Will close, would like to hear from 
you any time as that is about all the 
news that you get over here. Will

Through the kindness of one of my 
friends in Grayling to give you my 
address, I have received the Ava- 
lanche regularly since I joined the 
Naval Aviation last spring. Your 
paper gives me a good chance to keep 
in touch with news that I would nev- 
er hear about otherwise and I ap- 
preciate the paper. 

Perhaps some of my friends would 
like to know where and how I am; 
Tell them that I am under intensive 
training to get at the Hun from the 
skies. Iam going to the Armory 
school learning the “whys” and 
“whatfors” of a Marlin and Lewis 
machine gun and when I finish I am 
going to take a course in the Aerial 
gunners’ school and after that course 
is finished I will probably be doing 
what father told me to do before I 
enlisted (When you get there fight 
like hell!) 

Great Lakes is the largest Naval 
training camp in the world, as a state- 
ment made by General Joffre, a recent 
visitor of this station. This station 
is training approximately 48,000 
“rookies” of all branches of the navy 
so I am thinking that the Germans 
had better pull their U-Boats if they 
value their lives. The men are train- 
ed in such a way that every man 
takes a great interest in his work. 

I met Mr. Trudeau who is in 
training as a. seaman here. 

Well, I must close as I have lots 
of work to do. From a jolly tar.

Dear parents: 

1 received your most welcome let- 
ter vesterday and feel much more re- 
vived than usual. I am undertaking 
to write to you while shell and shrap- 
nel are whizzing and bursting every- 
where. It makes a person think of 
the song, “There's no place like 
Home.” We had to put our gas 
masks on about ten or twelve times 
last night. We do our best to spoil 
the Germans’ rest by sending them 
gas, and they are not a bit backward 
about sending. their’s acrossed our 
lines. 

I will not tell you exactly where I 
am, but believe me there is something 
doing all the time. (censored) Some 
were meant to live, some were meant 
to fall. If it takes every man we 
have we must win. Talk about your 
exciting times, we are having them. 
I hope that the money I am_ sending 
you helps you as much as you say it 
does. Don't worry about me depriv- 
ing myself of the necessities of life, 
because you have did this for me 
many atime. Had I not ought to sac- 
rifice something myself? I can put 
up with the worst or fall if necessary. 
But here is hoping that I return safe- 
ly. 1 hope that you will get rain soon 
so your crops will be more thrifty. 

I hope that you enjoyed yourself on 
the 4th of July. That day we were in 
a vicinity where the enemy were not 
over two or three kilometers distant 
from us; one kilometer is equal to % 
of a mile. When we pulled into this 
position we are now, we were one of 
the nearest batteries to the lines, the 
enemy was just about a % kilometer 
from us. I was selected as Acting 
Corporal of the Guard for that night, 
and the way the shrapnel and shell 
was coming over wasn’t slow. They 
were sending them amongst our hor- 
ses and men. Believe me every time 
I would hear one approaching I would 
fall fiat to the ground; sometimes 
they would burst only a few feet from 
me. (Censored) scores of dead Ger- 
mans with their faces upturned to 
the atmosphere around. I took a good 
pleasant sleep one night in a thicket 
where it was impossible to tell how 
many déad Gériians were lying near. 


We had left our blanketa:behind end 
there had been a drizzly rain for somes 
time, which had soaked. our leggings: 
j; and shoes to the limit, but our slicks 
ers or raincoats kept the upper..part: 
of our bodies dry. I laid downeide of: 
my partner and slept quite.:freely; 
and did not seem any the worse of-for 
it the next day. We were:treatediaa 
sick folks, and had good lightidiet-far 
several days. .:

Summer, In Frarice, 
Aung. 15, 1918 
Dearest Mother: 

If I remember correctly and I do re- 
member correctly I am about six: let- 
ters behind. However I promise to 
be more prompt hereafter. 

T have seen a great many things 
during my six months in France aud 
it would be impo-sibie for me te tel 
you the storyin brief. But will en: 
deavor to give you some idea of wha’ 
Iam doing. 


Up until a week or more passed we 
had been ona quite sector with nu- 
thing more thau artillery duels, and 
now andtkhena machine gun to con- 
tend with. It was onthis sector, I 
had the chance of knowing with what 
deadly effect our artillery had learned 
todealthe Boche. And the infantry 
as well. The American people should 
be proud of their soldiers and double 
their effort so that he will never want, 
I feel and kuow the Sammies are cap- 
able of meeting twice their number of 
German shock troops and send them 
back iu their trenches heavily depleted 
and I feel justified in saying that no 
nation is capable of doing in so short 
a time what United States has done 
for her soldiers. And conditions are 
growing better each day. After a 
short training we entrained for a more 
lively front. And it was on thia frout 
we made our initial bow. After a 
series of attacks the Boche took to his 
heels and from the sound of the biy 
guns he is still in motion, and in some 
cases it was necessary to motorize the 
infantry to keepin touch with them. 
Our Division made a wonderful name 
for themselves as well asthe states 
we represent. We hope to continue 
the good work. At the present time 
we are enjoying a few days rest. 
The most I got during the battle was 
three holes in my mess kit and one 
pocket in my side arms. The Boche 
has no immediate use for the lively 
American that I can plainly see. 
The Boche is far from being the sol- 
dier we thought him tobe. He loses 
no time in yelling ‘Kamerad’’ wheu he 
tinds himself a little pressed by a wild 
eyed Sammie. There is one thing 
about this war anyone who comes to 
France and sees the effects of this 
war will never want peace on the Kaie 
ser’aterms, And I dare say students 
of the war would do well to familiarize
